 Opioid diversion data 

o Overview paper of 6 studies looking at post-surgical, many reported 
not using all opioids and have old medication in cabinets 

o Very common to have difficulty to find ways to properly dispose of 
medication 

o Madison Co is one of the worst in the country & under scrutiny 

o Many consumers aren’t even getting basic disposal education  

o Google is collaborating with CVS & Walgreens as disposal sites 

o Idea: Indiana statewide disposal education campaign.  

 CDC guidelines for cancer patients & palliative care 

o New guidelines available online  

o Many patients who actually need opioids are terrified to use them now 

o Could work to educate for a time when there may be funds to do more
